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FOREWORD 

The  painters  represented  in  this  exhibition  are 
not  controlled  by  academic  formulas.  They  do 
not  seek  favor  by  bringing  to  our  memory  scenery 
we  know  and  admire.  Their  mission  is  not 
to  trade  in  reminiscences  or  attract  by  subjects 
towards  which  we  are  sentimentally  disposed. 
They  do  not  play  upon  our  inherent  love  of 
children  or  the  forms  and  faces  of  prepossessing 
people.  These  artists  are  not  concerned  with  such 
studio  tricks,  nor  do  they  desire  the  popularity  so 
obtained.  The  importance  of  these  pictures  lies 
in  their  sensitive  relationship  to  existing  ideas. 
This  means  that  they  possess  new  elements — in 
other  words,  a  new  interpretation  of  forms. 

If  we  were  unanimous  in  liking  and  understand- 
ing these  paintings  it  would  be  evidence  that 
they  were  made  up  of  elements  which  were  not 
new.  We  like  only  the  familiar  qualities  which 
through  association  we  find  pleasant.  By  insist- 
ing upon  pleasant  qualities  we  are  shirking 
realities.  We  are  seeking  for  that  which  will 
soothe.  Denial  of  new  current  forces  means  a 
lack  of  confidence  in  ourselves  and  in  our  age. 
Not  only  is  this  attitude  detrimental  to  the 
creative  forces  of  our  time  but  it  atrophies  our 
own  imaginative  understanding. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Stephan 
Bourgeois  of  New  York  for  his  cooperation  in 
assembling  this  exhibition.
